“Now, any friend of the university can afford to win very little 
money if by doing so he can help his team to win at all.

if he follows these instructions and bets only what he can afford to 
lose. 
“Say a Madison fan has $ioo to wager on the cardinal. The 
thing for him to do, if he wishes the team to win. so that he may 
win, is to offer lo to 3, and then 10 to 2, and finally 10 to 1. 
“Confidenae is what the Madison team needs; that or the be­ 
lief on the part of Michigan that Madison has confidence. 
“Michigan is already scared; so the Chicago newspapers say, 
and they know. 
“But maybe it is not enough scared. If it isn’t—and

Dr. Adler said: “ M atthew A rnold’s 
definition of God was that God is a 
pow er always to be found on the side 
of right. 
Let us not care how He 
lives or what H e looks like. 
T h e im ­ 
pulse of right doing is justified by ex­ 
perience. 
You needn’t go 
to 
the 
Bible; your own experience will tell 
you that. 
Morality is not dependent 
on Bible or com m andm ent, but 
on 
personal experience. 
Man needs no 
other dogma. 
W h e n some one ask ­ 
ed Arnold how he would reconcile 
the different ideas of right doing that 
a Fiji Islander, for instance, m ight 
have from those of a European, he 
replied that it m ust be left to experts. 
Fiji Islanders were not experts; men 
gifted with insight are. 
“T h e trouble with Arnold is thai 
in supporting a statem ent his support 
is generally weaker than the state­ 
ment itself.
